Health Board Lifts Potto Ban 
For Children Under 16 Tfears; 
Schools To OpenHere Monday 

Health Authoritie7~Wai Permit Football

The ban on 16-year-old children congregating was lifted 
in Narberth Borough this week but in Lower Merion Town- 
ship, where new cases of infantile paralysis were reported, 
the schools will remain closed.

Hies reported six new cases and in 
Haverford Township five new- 
cases developed. One of the five 
new cases in Haverford died. He 
was Fred William Benekcr. Jr.. 
Manoa. a Haverford Senior High 
School student and the son of an 
Army Medical Corps captain. 

The order issued by George B. 
Suplee. health officer in Narberth, 
read : 

"Bv action of the Narberth 
Board of Health, the ban on at- 
tendance of all children under 16 
vears of ace. at all private and 
public schools, theatres, churches. 
Sunday schools, public and pri- 
vate meeting places, will be lifted 
Saturday. September 15. 

"All public and private schools 
in the Borough of Narberth will 
open Monday. September 17. pro- 
vided no additional cases of polio 
develop before that time." 

Health authorities in Lower 
Merion Township said schools 
would remain closed until there 
is an abatement in the cases. 

It is understood they will per- 
mit a Lower Merion High School 
football name to be played on Sep- 
tember 22. If the polio ban is still 
on at that time no 16-year-old 
children will be allowed to attend. 
Health authorities have banned i 
the sale of food and drink at the 
game. 

The Township Board of Health 
met Friday night and issued the 
order which also prohibits the 
opening of parochial or private 
schools until further notice. In 
addition, children under 16 were 
ordered by the board to remain 
away from swimming pools, the- 
atres, church and Sunday school, 
as well as all public or private 
gatherings. 

Meanwhile, six new cases of the 
disease were reported in the town- 
ship bringing the total since Janu- 
ary 1 to 22. nearly double the num- 
ber of cases reported during the 
entire 12 months of 1944.

It demolished 
two garages, sheared off part of a 
house and then continued 500 
yards across a canyon, struck an 
embankment and exploded. No 
one was injured in the house. 

Lt. Dean, 23, was graduated 
from Woodrow Wilson High

U. S. Naval Academy, class of 
1943. Following graduation from 
the Academy he served on a P-T 
boat in New Guinea for 16 months 
and was awarded the Silver Star- 
after his boat destroyed 10 Jap 
landing barges on July 20, 1943. 
He returned to the United States 
in March, 1944, for training as a 
flier. 

Lt. Dean's father. Captain 
Frank H. Dean, is a Naval officer 
on duty at the Philadelphia Navy 
Yard. He is also survived by his 
mother, a sister. Mrs. Guy C. Lea- 
vitt. who married one of Frank. 
Jr.'s classmates, and a brother,

Lost Undeveloped City Approach 
— West Chester Pike 



The following letter advocating the improvement, and widening of West Chester Pike was written by 
Dr. Thomas Kelly, U0 Llandaff Rd., Llanerch, and. sent to John V. Shroyer, secretary of the State High- 
way Depardment. 



West Chester Pike is the last unimproved main 
road entering Philadelpphia. From Highland Park 
Westward it is the same road that has been in ex- 
istence for the past 100 years. For a considerable 
distance West of Llanerch passengers alighting 
from the South side of the trolleys are discharged 
on to the main highway. The danger of crossing 
is further increased because many motorists do 
not stop when trolleys are discharging passengers. 

Five years, preceding the war. when traffic was 
at a peak, this two-lane highway was considered 
one of the most congested thoroughfares in the 
East. It was not uncommon during the rush hours 
to find automobiles backed up for squares near 
69th Street. 

From 69th Street this highway runs through 
West Chester and Parkesburg and Joins the Lin- 



coln Highway, Route 30, at Gap, Pa. When auto- 
mobile production reaches its pre-war level the 
Lincoln Highway is expected to become more con- 
gested than ever, especially through Wayne, Bryn 
Mawr and Ardmore. 

Development of West Chester Pike as a four- 
lane highway would relieve the present congestion 
of the pike as well as provide an alternative route 
to relieve Lincoln Highway. By bypassing West 
Chester and Parkesburg this four-lane highway 
would provide a shorter route to Philadelpphia 
from the Gap. 

All of these improvements would greatly ease 
the flow of motor traffic between Philadelphia and 
suburban points. At the same time it would re- 
lieve suburban residential and shorjping areas from 
congestion and annoyance of heavy motor traffic.
